BANKING POLICY 


CHECKING WORLD-WIDE 
INFLATION 


MR.. McCKENNA'S SURVEY 

Under -the title of “Post-War 
Banking Policy"* Mr. Reginald Mc- 
Kenna has brought together in 
book form his addresses at the 
annual meeting of the Midland 
Bank since.1920, with the one ex- 
ception of that delivered in 1923, 
which he has omitted ‘because the 
main subject was highly technical, 
In ita place he Has inserted an ad- 
dress to the American Bankers’ 
Convention in the autumn of 1922 
on Reparations and international 
dizbts. His remarks on the economic 
aspect of Reparations and inter- 
national debt payments are as true 
to-day as they were then, for there 
is no doubt that ultimately external 
payments must depend on a coun- 
try’s exportable surplus, though 
difficulties attending them may be 
postponed by incurring other for- 
eign debts. 

It was, by the way, in the course 
of this addreas in ‘New York that 
Mr. McKenna asserted England's 
determination and capacity ‘to 
“honour her bond {n the United 
States in full, with both Interest 
and sinking fund on the debt," 
and it was this statement, so an 
American ‘banker ‘told the present 
writer, that ‘partly explained the 
onerous terms which were insisted 
on when our indebtedness was 
funded early in 1923, * 

Restriction of Credit 

Generally these addresses furn- 
ish an interesting survey of 
financial and economic — con- 
ditions during the lapt eight 
years. At the beginning «of 
1920 we were facing’ an extra- 
ordinary rise in prices, in fact, 
world-wide inflation, and it. was 
ubsolutely necessary to check It.. 
By inflation is meant an increase of 
purchasing power without any’ cor- 
responding ‘increase in the amount 
of commodities available for pur- 
chase, Usually this stage Is 
reached by ovartrading and specula- 
tion, and it is brought to an end by 
dear money and severe restriction 
of ‘credit, as happened in 1920 and 
1921 in the United States, 

The inflation from which we were 
suffering was less speculative than 
monetary, and, as Mr.) McKenna 
ably showed, was not of a tem- 
porary character. Bank advances 
for productive purposes do not 
create inflation, for when goods are 
produced and sold they liquidate the 
loans. But the inevitable bor- 
rowing -by. the Government during 
the war on a gigantic | scale, when 
the loans remained outstanding 
after the commodities’ bought had 
been consumed, created a real 
monetary inflation—an immense in- 
creasq of ‘purchasing power relative 
to the amount’ of goods available 
for purchase.

How. industrial troubles until re- 
cently militated against this policy, 
and how the lows of foreign markets 
owing to the war increased the 
difficulty of selling our products, 
most people are fully aware. 

, ~Gold-and Managed Currency 

(It ls Interesting to have the fact 
recalled that during the three years 
prior to 1925, when ‘we were not on 
a gold basis, the price level in Eng- 
land wns more stable ‘than in the 
United States. Thus a “managed 
currency” ‘was for @ time kept more 
stable than one. based on gold, a 
fact to which professors of ‘the 
Keynes school can point. in support 
of their.theorles that price indexes 
Jand’ unemployment figures‘ are! ‘a 
better basia for currency than gold.

“SEX WAR” 


VIEWS OF.A HOSPITAL, 
SURGEON'S WIFE 


“FLIGHTY” .WOMEN' . 

Women medical, students are 
criticised in scathing fashion by the 
wife of a prominent London surgeon 
in a letter tothe “Dafly Express.” 
Her commentary'on the decision of 
the majority of the great London 
hospitals not to ‘accept ‘women 
students in future in‘ their medical 
sehools is particularly interesting, 
as it gives the point of view of a; 
woman, who has special op- 
portunities ‘for sound judgment on 


the problem of the “sex war’ in the |: 


hospital, : ‘ 

’ Her letter is as followa:—- 

. “As the wife.of a senlor surgeon 
on the staff of a hospital school in 
Longon, and asthe mother ‘of a 
qualified doctor, now house aurgeon 
at his ‘hospital, may I say a few, 
words on the subject of the article 
in the “Daily Express 2?” Women 
students have made a grievance on 
this subject. I consider that they 
have only. themselves to thank for 
what has happened. 

“They talk of sex equality, and 
deny that the men are any attrac- 
tion. I should like to. know how 
the lists at the Royal Free Hoa-| 
pital since other hospitals have ad- 
mited women students compare with 
the lists before this concession was 
made, , : 

“f eat, at.a dinner party, beside 
the dean of one men's hospital, 
which had taken ‘women students. 
He sald, ‘Women’ studerta!. My 
achool {fs just matrimonial agency.’ 

“Again, it would have been 
on. advantage for my son 
to go as a_ ‘student to 
the hospital school where his 
father was one ‘of the senior 
surgeons, ‘We sent him, after 
Cambridge, to this schocl, where 
women Lave been admitted, to work 
for his primary fellowship, He 
-said to me, ‘No, T do not want to go 
there, permanently. I cannot: mix 
up’ work and flirtation. It Js go; 
annoying to have girls constantly 
coming and saying “Oh, please, Mr. 
So-and-so, will .you demonstrate 
this and that to me.” . 

“So, you see, real ‘he’ men, taking 
them all round, like men in hos- 
pital even if they adore women in 
the ballroom. . “ 

“Again, I have, whether rightly 
or not been told that the out-patients 
dislike the girl students. They 
are filghty, 50 they say, and: have 
nothing Hke ‘the kindliness, good 
humoured patience and tolerance 
of the men studenta in dealing with 
the poor and possibly exceedingly 
tiresome patients. 2 

“Duplicity of Man” 

“As far as many doctors are con- 
‘cerned—aithough, socially admirers 
of women—thelr remarks, when it 
is. the turn for women residents to 
assist them in thelr wards, are 
decidedly not those that thelr wo- 
men students would think possible. 
Such [s the duplicity of man! 

“Finally, not only ia the work of 
the medical, ‘and surgical staff at 
these great hospitals entirely 
gratuitous, but their hands. go into 
their pockets constantly for dona- 


“The only posaible reward that 
they look for is that the . students 
they have taught will send them 
‘patients for consultation on be- 
conting qualified and going into 
practice. I should much like to 
know what percentage of women 
students ever do become really suc- 

“To compare men working with 
women nurses ‘with their working 
with women students fa ridiculous. 
Women students are free agents. 
They smoke, they hobnob with the 
men all the time, and are not. under 
the. authority of .the matron. 
Nurses are mere nuns compared 
to the women students, as any one

His next bout, was the 
Mandot, a famous New Orleans 
light-weight—very clever—a good 
little fighter." Benny knocked 
Mandot out, most unexpectedly. 
The crowd thought it. was an ac- 
cident, But Benny’ went right 
along knocking out’ better and bet- 
ter fighters, until he got Freddy 
Welsh. Twice Freddy was too 
clever to. be caught. . Then the 
third time Benny hung him on the 
ropes and Kid McPartlond -count- 
ed Welsh out and passed the 
world’s light-welght title along to 
Leonard. 
Retired With Fortune 


Bonny became one of the clever- 
est of the champions, fhade a for- 
tune and retired. : 

» All because” someone left’ a ven- 
tilnting window open at the old 
Fairmont Inte one afternoon,’ But 
for that Benny Leinert might be 
earning’ .25°~ dollars a week 
selling - ribbons over someone's 
counter, and the ring might 
have lacked one of its most 
interesting and cleverest box- 
ers. Benny Leonard: has been 
a model for all light-weights for 
the past fifteen years, And he al- 
ways. was a ‘clean, fair fighter, a 

student of boxing, a game fighter 
when he: needed gaimeness, and 


with Intelligence that enabled him 


to weather a knockdown In an 
early round and come right back 
winning. ! 

Benny Leonard ‘set a new model 
for llghtweight champions, He 
combined ao lot of skill’ with 
plenty of hard hitting. ‘When he 
came in, the old rough house styles 
of Nelson and Wolgast went out 
of fashion. But there hasn’t been 
anor Benny, Leonard since 
Benny dropped out. 

Lest We. Forget 

Kid Lavigne,. a great light- 
weight champion long before 
Benny Leonard’s time, died a few 
months: ago and is. buried in an 
unmarked grave in a Saginaw, 
Michigan cemetery. Some of: the

What a fight Lavigne was! He 
went to England to fight Burge, 
the British Nghtweight champion,

ELEVEN MORE TO BE BUILT 


As with aviation, the Chinese 
authorities are evincing a very keen 
interest‘in wireless and the Ministry 
of Communications has now drafted 
an extensive scheme for the en- 
couragement of this means. of com- 
munication, this. hav.ng « been 
approved: by the Government 
Council. 

Already, there are 12° long-wave 
radio stations in different cities of 
the country and these are under the 
control of ‘the , ‘Reconstruction 
Council: One of these, at Tainan, 
was” destroyed (it is said) by 
Japanese troops, and the ‘remainder 
ara at Peking, Kalgan, Tsingtao, 
Chefoo, Loyang, Ninghaia, Wu- 
chang," Canton,, Foochow, Woosung 
and Tsungming. These stations 
were constructed by the" Ministry 
of Communications but, os stated, 
they are now controlled by the Re- 
construction Council. 

Following last year’a communi- 
cations conference, nine short-wave 
statlons were erected “py the Min- 
istry, -as well as one long-wave 
station; at the following places:— 
Shanghai (for communication with 
places between Shanghai and 
Chungking), Shanghai (to, “Muk- 
den), Shangha! (to Taungming and 


:Hankow), Nanking (between Shang- 


hal, Hankow and Ichang) Chung- 
king «(between Shanghai, Hankow. 
and Ichang), Iechang (to Shanghai 
and Chungking), Hankow (to 
Shanghai, Nanking -and Chung- 
king), Anking (Shanghai and up- 
river ports), and Tsungming to 
Shanghai. The long-wave station is 
able to communicate with various 
merchant vessels. | . 

Eleven: more short-wave stations 
are to be installed shortly at Shang- 
hal, Tientain, Taiyuan, Nanking, 
‘Kaifeng, Yunnan, Canton, Swatow, 
Hong Kong, Wanhslen and Wuhu. 

The following vessels’ are - fitted 
with wireless sets and are able to
